G: P. O. Reforms. 


When I was posting letters at the 
G.P.O. the other evening it occurred to me 
that there is room for improvement in one 
or .two matters affecting public con- 
venience. In the windows, over the letter 
receptacles, are notices stating the times 
of mail despatches to various destinations, 
placed so high up that the seeker of infor- 
mation is compelled to strain his neck and 
his eyesight in an effort to read: them. 
The letter receptacles themselves are 
nicely finished in bronze, with white- 
lettered inscriptions in English and Gaelic. 
Time and the weather have dulled the 
pristine whiteness of the lettering, so that 
the small inscriptions do not readily catch 
the eye, even in daylight, while after dark 
it is almost impossible to read them. In 
consequence, strangers to the G.P.O. 
wander up and down seeking where they 
should deposit their letters, or, perhaps, 
in their efforts to read the time-tables they 
hinder other correspondents. If these 
time-tables were removed from the win- 
dows (one large notice in the entrance 
hall would meet all requirements), their 
ene 8 could be occupied by large white 
oards with bold, black lettering giving 
the destination of the despatch, such as: 
“- Great Britain and Foreizn—Box cleared 
at , “ete. These notices would be 
clearly readable at a distance in daylight, 
or after dark, when suitably iliuminated. 


I was interested to hear that the Ulster

LI. the results of Moderatorships, except 
in History and Political Science and

BELFAST, Friday. 


RRANGEMENTS for the visit of the 
Prince of Wales to Belfast from 
November 16th to 18th to open the new 
Parliament Buildings at Stormont are 
well advanced. It has been decided to 
decorate the principal streets of the city 
through which the Prince will pass, which 
will be an effective way of paying a com- 
pliment to the Prince, and at the same 
time providing a certain amount of work 
for the unemployed. As an ‘‘ ambassador 
£ trade ” the Prince of Wales in recent 
years has rendered singular service to 
industry generally, and it is hoped that 
his visit to Belfast will be no less effective 
in drawing attention to the capacity of 
industrial undertakings in the North.

Northern. farmers and curers welcome 
the report of the Commission that was set 
up to regulate the import of pigs and pig 

roducts into Great Britain. North 
armers see in the proposals the pros 
of price stabilisation for pork, with a 
guaranteed minimum price, which would 
not be less than the production cost, and, 
in addition, the possibility of a gradual 
extension of the production of pork in 
Northern Ireland. In Great Britain the 
quota will be limited to the number of 
pigs which producers contract to supply 
to the bacon factories. In Northern 
Ireland, where pig production is carried 
on by small farmers, the contract system 
would be inapplicable—at any rate, in the 
initial stages. The Northern Ireland 
quota, therefore, will be based upon an 
estimate of the Ministry of Agriculture, 
having regard to the number of pigs on 
Northern farms. Only one-eighth of the 
supplies for the British market of bacon 
and ham are produced in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, so that there is plenty 
of scope for steady development in the 
pig-raising industry under a favourable 
quota scheme. Northern Ireland farmers 
are looking forward to the quota which 
will be fixed for their area. They hope 
it. will be on a generous scale, and yet 
within their present capacity to fulfil. 


RELIEVING DISTRESS, 


The Finance Committee of the Belfast 
Corporation has approved of a compre- 
hensive scheme for re-surfacing of streets, 
amounting to £328,152. The estimated 
gross cost of the scheme is £487,703, but 
the Government's contribution on the 
basis of 60 per cent, of the wages reduces 


(it to the former figure. There is also a 


suggested scheme to, prevent flooding in 
the city, estimated to cost £500,000, 
while it is not improbable that other 
works may be undertaken, including a 
slum clearance scheme. An increase in 
Belfast’s rates next year appears to be 
inevitable of from 1s to 2s. in the &, if 
not more. Various other voluntary efforts 
to relieve distress are being undertaken. 
The Lord Mayor's Annual Coal Fund has 
had an auspicious start with £600 sub- 
scriptions.

THE MEANS TEST.

BELFAST _HOUSING. 


The need for more houses for the work- 
ing classes in Belfast is admitted. Three 
or four families are living in houses with 
accommodation hardly sufficient for one 
family, while in slum areas the houses 
have so deteriorated that they are beyond 
repair. Private builders are not disposed, 
under present circumstances, to erect 
houses of this kind, but prefer a larger 
type, for which there is a quicker sale or 
better rents.’ The Northern Government 
offers a subsidy of £25 per house for the 
smaller type of house; but, as the Belfast 
Corporation has so far declined to provid- 
an additional subsidy, or rather has with- 
drawn its subsidy, there is no inducement 
either to builders or speculators to erect 
houses for the working classes. The Bel- 
fast Corporation is already involved in a 
loss of £7,000 per annum upon its housing 
schemes, and, therefore, is disinclined to 
enter upon further building of houses. At 
the same time the houses are required, 
and a conference between the Corporation 
and the Government might evolve a scheme 
that would enable houses to be erected 
similar to those at Seaview which could 
be sold to tenants by weekly instalments 
of 6s. per week. | 


NEW FLAX METHOD. 


Flax-growing in Northern [Ireland is 
gradually dwindling to vanishing point, 
and Russia is now producing eighty per 
cent. of the world’s total flax supply. 
Various methods have been suggested for 
increasing the amount of flax grown in 
Northern Ireland, which during the war 

eriod had over 80,000 acres under flax. 

t has been suggested that a quota ar- 
rangement should be established to 
specify home-grown flax in Government 
contracts. It is obvious that there can be 
no general quota or fixed price, or the 
home linen industry would have te meet 
a tremendous handicap in competition 
with continental manufacturers, who can 
draw their supplies from the cheapest 


market. The question of the future supply 


of flax, and the price at which it will 
be available, is one of great importance 
to the Northern linen industry. Therefore, 
the new method of scientifically spinning 
green flax put forward by two Belfast flax 
merchants is worth investigating. This 
method eliminates the present system and 
expeme of retting and scutching, and far- 
mers will be able to sell flax direct to the 
spinners. Russian Soviet authorities are 
now boasting in their propaganda that 
they are spinning and weaving green flax, 
and claiming it as a great scientific dis- 
covery of their research department. An- 
other advantage of the new method is 
that the seed can be saved as well as 


the fibre. It 1s claimed that the present 


automatic hackling machines can be al- 
tered to de-seed and scutch green flax 
straw, and that hundreds of yards of 
finest pillow linen and dress goods have 
already been made from the boiled rove 
from green flax. . |

TOWN-PLANNING IN DUBLIN. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—The subject “ town-planning”’ has 
been engaging tne thougats of many tor 
years past, and it is surprising to see how 
many of the recent “ lay-outs ” in the suburbs 
of Wublin and elsewhere are being made. 
Mr. Manning Kobertson’s address repurted in 
your paper or the 46th inst., is proot that the 
architectural profession, as a body, sees the 
future clearly, but the public generally re- 
quire education in the matter. As an in- 
scance of the need for play-grounds, take the 
Griffith avenue—Si. Mov... s area in the Gilas- 
nevin-Drumcondra districts—one of the nicest 
areas, with beautiful mountain views. ‘here 
is no evidence of a play space being allocated 
to the rapidly-growing juvenile population, 
It is true that the houses are being built 
on a liberal ground, with garden front and 
rear, but thau is not enougn. A spac 


e ot 
ground: large enough for tne whole of the 
young peopie to gather togetner for recreation 
purposes 1s wanted, and, much as the in- 
div.dual householder’s garden is suited to his 
own family rest and recreation, he cannot 
cater for his neighbour’s children; and we 
ali know that children dearly love to fore- 
gather in groups for pieasure. The streets are 
not the places for such gatherings. 
_ The Cerporation’s Engineering Department 
is, I think, judiciously planting very fine 
street trees at. suitable intervais, and the 
householders generally are doing good work 
in embellishing their front gardens. May 1 
say a word oí warning as to the planting of 
forest trees within the average small garden? 
1 have noted in my traveis such trees as 
cedar, Cupressus macrocarpa, and other 
varieties of conifers, besides deciduoug trees, 
such as planes, beech, ash, etc., planted: close 
by walls and buildings in yardens and pleasure 
grounds. These trees, while small and young, 
are suitable for shade and shelter, but they 
grow while we sleep, and eventually dominate 
the position, to the detriment of the founda- 
tions and the super-structure of adjacent 
buildings. There is also the possibility of 
damaging underground works, such as drains, 
gas and water pipes, cables, etc., by their 
root system movement in gales. The owners 
of such trees find it hard to decide on their 
removal and almost as hard to decide on 
drastic pruning. The obvious advice is—do 
not plant even the smallest’ of forest trees 
near buildings, and you wil] never have to 
harden your heart to their removal. . 

lf any one desires an object-lesson on the 
subject, he or she can have it at the boundary

£20,000 MORE FOR THE 
INTERMEDIATE BRANCH. 


Consideration of the vote for the office of 
the Minister for Education, amounting to 
£56,684. was resumed, the Minister (Mr. 
Derrig) continuing to read in Irish his speech, 
which he began before the adjournment of 
the House the previous night. 

The MINISTER said that he was satisfied 
with the work being done in the Intermediate 
schools. Three hundred schools were work- 
ing under the Intermediate branch in the 
year 1930-31, being an increase of six on the 
previous year, and that was the biggest in- 
crease since the department was established. 
He was glad. to say that there was an im- 

_ provement in the work of the schools as 
evidenced by the pass and honours results of 
the last examinations, The percentage of 
students who got honours was nearly twice as 
large as it had been in the year 1925, the 
first year of the new programme. That was evi- 
dence of the manner in which the schools had 
adapted themselves to the new system. The 
Department was considering the establishment 
of advanced and primary coures in mathe- 
matics and Janguages. Consonant with the 
growth in the work of the schools there was 
an increase in the amount spent on Inter- 
mediate education, particularly in the case of 
capitation grants. The cost was £17,000 
more than the previous vear. It was likely 
that an additional £20,000 would have to be 
provided for this branch of education in the 
financial year 1932-33... There were almost 
1,300 teachers registered as working in Inter- 
mediate schools, 460 of whom came under the 
pensions scheme. ‘The question of post- 
primary education for young pores in the 
Gaeltacht was being considered. . Scholarship 
schemes existed which would, ke hoped prove 
advantageous to the real Gaeltacht and pro- 
vide a hiwher education for a number of 
students. : 

The MINISTER added that a good number 
of young teachers were leaving the univer- 
sities with degrees in Irish whose oral know- 
iedge of the language did not fit them for the 
proper teaching of it. Regarding some of 
them, it was apparent that they did not con- 
cern themselyes much with the speaking of 
the language in the University. 


SCHOLARSHIPS. 


The MINISTER went on to explain the 
special schemes of scholarships for pupils who 
were born and reared in the districts defined 
as Fior-Ghaeltacht. These included scholar- 
ships from the primary. to the secondary 
schools, and from secondary schools to the 
University; also scholarships in the prepara- 
tory colleges and im the schools of domestic 
economy. The University scholarships were 
valued at £120 per annum under a grant out 
of the vote for the Minister for. Finatice,. It

The MINISTER made a long statement on 
the operation of the new schéme of educa- 
tion, Forty-three new schools were being 
erected by Vocational Education Committees, 
and there was a large increase in the num- 
her of students receiving vocational educa- 
tion, and there was every promise that the 
attendance would continue to increase. Al- 
though the examinations in the technical 
schools were not compulsory it was satisfac- 
tory to find that a great number of = 
presented themselves for examination. The 
number of teachers, both whole time and 
part time, had been increased. One thousand 
pounds had been set aside for pupils from 
the Ftor-Ghaeltacht to enable them to receive 
instruction as teachers of woodwork through 
the medium of Irish. 

Professor J. M. O’SULLIVAN (Cumann 
na nGaedheal, Kerry) said that it was evi- 
dent from the report of the Minister for 
Education that there was no fundamental 
change in the department’s policy or in its 
affairs. From the report a certain amount of 
information would be gained as to the pro- 
gress that had been made in the department 
during the last twelve months, and people 
would derive some comfort from the belief 
that the foundation of the education system 
had been well laid, and, on the whole, 
that the institutions that the Minister had 
taken ,over were in a flourishing 
condition. But unless there was a 
determined effort to go forward there 
would be a danger of falling back. He 
gathered that the Minister looked forward 
to some improvement in the teaching of 
modern Continental languages, and he would 
like to know how far the schools were avail- 
;ing themselves of the greater freedom that 
was given them by the modifications recently 
introduced. On what basis was the Minister's 
hope founded when he looked forward to an 
improvement in the teaching of the Irish 
language in the years 1933-34. 


EXAMINATION SYSTEM. 


It was somewhat difficult to get the 
schools to shake themselves free from the 
dominance of the examination system, but if 
it could be done something would be 
achieved, He (Mr. O'Sullivan) as Minister 
had to stand a barrage of abuse in the 
matter of increased expenditure when it 
had been pointed out that, owing to financial 
stringency, these demands could not be met, 
but now, when the supply of money seemed 
tc be excessive, would some of that large 
supply of money be used for making those 
demands éffective? Had any effort. been 
made to secure a portion of that golden 
showet for the reform which they were told 
on many occasions was absolutely necessary. 
He should be glad of some information as to 
the exact state of the Teachers’ Pension 
Fund, and as to what were the Government's 
intentions towatds it, and how far the 
negotiations that occurred about twelve 
months ago between the Executive Council 
and the Teachers’ Executive had been re- 
pudiated. 

The public found it. difficult to know 
precisely the state of affairs at present re- 
garding the intended modification of the 
secondary teachers’ pension scheme.

The strain on small children in primary 
sthools was considerable when they first 
went to school, and, if to that were added 
the enormous strain of being addressed con- 
tinuously and exclusively in a language 
which they did not understand, eon- 
sidered that a grave damage would be done 
to the children’s constitution. ' 


A CHALLENGE. 


If young children did not get a good start 
in the sphere of primary education, their 
education would not progress as satisfactorily 
as it otherwise would. . He asked the 
Minister to go dutside his Department and 
get the opinion of observers in the country,: 
who had no particular bent of outlook, but 
looked at things as they saw them. Let the 
Minister get their impression of the condi- 
tions’ of primary education of children, even 
in the last three or four years, when the 
system of teaching throught the medium of 
Irish had. become more witlespread. He 
thought that the Minister would find that the 
vast majority of parents and of employers of 
juveniles would tell him that the standard of 
education in the three primary subjects— 


reading, pidge and arithmetic—had deterio- 


‘rated enormo 

The MINISTER—No, no. ay 

Mr. DILLON said that he was asking the 
Minister to outside his Department. The 
officers of the Department were zealous to 
carry out to the best of their ability the 
policy of the Government, and the natural 
predilection in the Department was to assume 
that schools in whic oe pi were taught 
through the medium of Irish were as good as 
any others, but he asked the Mitister to 
consult people outside. i 

In his experience young people coming 
from primary schools were not able to wr.te 
what would be called a literate hand. The 
standard of English and of arithmetic—say, 
simple addition—was intolerably and prepos- 
terously low. Speaking from the earning 
capacity of these young persons, that was a 
grave handicap. The knowledge of children 
coming from primary schools of world- 
geography was virtually nil. He did not 
know whether jt was the policy of the Depart- 
ment simply to tedch the children the 
graphy of the country they were born in 
and leave them to pick up the rest where they 
liked. He believed that all this was reacting 
most unfavourably on the prospects of a 
healthy revival of the Trish language. 


GAELTACHT PROPOSAL. 


He would like to make a suggestion to the 
Minister. In the Gaeltacht the language wes 
still living, but the great problem there was 
the economic condition of the people who had 
the language on their lips.’ H é the 
children of those , if they wanted to 
give their parents any financial assistance in 
their old age, had necessarily to go to 
England; Scotland and pleces abroad. He 
had on many occasions asked the Minister if 
he would not make bolder use of the powers 
he. had. 

It the Minister wanted to preserve the 
language, if he meant business, and had the 
Executiv» Courcil behind him in this matter— 
and the last Minister for Education had not— 


knowh to every Irish speaker in the Gaeltacht 
that any child, at the conclusion of his edu- 
cation, would be afforded free of charge an 
opportunity of being tested for his fitness to 
be trained ac a national teacher. He did not 
believe that more than twenty per cent. of 
the boys and girls of the Gaeltacht would be 
suitable for the vocation of teacher, but out 
of those every year they would have material 
which could be trained in three or four vears 
as teachers. The remainder of the boys and 
girls should be -offered technical training at 
the expense of thé Government in any trade 
they cliose to pursue, and that training eculd 
be afforded to them in technical colleges in 
the Gaeltacht, to be set np.say, in Galway ena 
Donegal. By pursuing that course they would 
build up in a few years a brigade of teachers 
who really could teach Trish, and not the stuff 
that was béing doled out by teachers vio 
went down to Spiddal for -nree weeks in order 
to qualify for their jobs. 


MIGHT BE PERSIAN. 


He did not blame whe teachers. They did 
their hest,, but anv impartial “bserver knew 
that the stuff doled out as Irish ty the 
teachets in Government Departments, and 
even in the Dail, was anything but Irish. If 
they asked a native Irish speaker what, he 
thought of it he would say it might be Per- 
sian. They were pár taught book Irish. 

If the Department of Education wanted to 
revive the language, the first step was to 
secure that the teachers in charge of the chil- 
dren would, and could, teach Irish, and not 
pigeon Trish; and, secondly, to see that in the 
process of teaching Irish they did not stir un 
public opinion against. their campaign. 
they had not public goodwill it was absolutely 
useless. 

They would crystallise and stir up oppost- 
tion to the language if they spread the im- 
pression through rural and urban districts 
that. children were being denied éducation 
adequate to earn their livelihood as a result 
of the present teaching in the schools. That 
impression was growing, and was more wide- 
spread every day. He had not the slightest 
hesitation in saying that if the present policy 
of teaching children through Irish, where 
Irish was not the spoken language, there 
would grow up in the Midland and Eastern 
counties public opinion that would put the 
Gaeltacht out of existence. If the Minister 
thought he could dragoon the people into 
learning the language before public opinion 
was ready for it he would kill the Irish 
language itrevocably within the ‘next few 
years. 


SEMIILLITERATE, 


A large number of children, Mr. Dillon 
continued, was coming out of the seventh 
standard in the primary schogls, and they 
were semi-illiterate as far as the English 
language was concerned, while their general 
knowledge was «stcnishingly inefficient.

A HANDICAP, 


He did not know whether there was oo 
hope of the Government doing a thing whic 
the late Government had not the courage to 
do—to change the script.

FIOR GHAELTACHT. 


If. the language. died out of the Fior- 
Ghaeltacht, where it was the common 
language of the people in their homes; they 
could not save the language, and the people 
in this district should not be made to feel 
that they were some remnant of the nation, 
but that they were in the van of progress. 
To do that they should, as far as possible, 
attract the brains of the Gaeltacht into the 
teaching and other professions. He did not, 
however, thing that they should draw all the 
teachers from the Gaeltacht, but a very big 
proportion, and they should have the best 
schools and teachers in the Gaeltacht. 

The City of Galway, Mr. Blythe said, was 
the key ition, and if they could not 
Gaelicise that town thex had no hope of 
Gaelicising Kilkenny or Drogheda. If they 
had only one such town, many difficulties 
would be removed. The very existence of 
the college in Galway would be a big factor 
in such a policy. 

Would the Government tell them that the 
time had arrived when there ought to be a 
national matriculation for university entranc:>. 
so that the standard of Irish required for 
ratiiculation would be raised, and it would 
rot be a question of one institafion, which 
did not require Irish, competing with an 
nistitution that did require Irish, thus cutting 
down the standard ? 


PLEA FOR LATIN. 


The time had now come when their pro- 
ee in university work in Irish was to be 
aced. What he said would apply only to 
the children of parents domiciled in the Free 
State. Apart from the preparatory school 
colleges, which had become “ A ” schools, 
institution that did require Irish, thus cutting 
preparatory colleges might be extended some- 
what, and students taught some Latin, so 
that matriculation would not be difficult to 
them later on; and there should’ also be 
lower courses in German and French. The 
Minister might consider the business of intro- 
ducing some extra subjects in the preparatory 
colleges; for one. of the things they were 
faced with was keeping the standards up. 
In ae go wie hag, to put Trish forward there 
was a danger that they might not reach to 
as high a standard as they ought. There 
should be a higher standard. In many of the 
national schools the work of Irish had a 
very low standard, and in many of the 
secondary schools the teachers’ standard was 
not so high as it should be. 


PARENTS’ ATTITUDE. 


It was important that all parents should 
take a reasonable point of view about the 
work that was being done in the schools in 
relation to Irish, He thought that there was 
a ‘disposition to blame on the Irish policy 
ie | which were in no way connected with 
it, if the parent had a stupid child, he did 
not believe that the child was really stupid, 
but that he went about declaiming at the top 
of his voice the dreadful Irish policy which 
was being pursued. If the teacher was less 
efficient than the average of his profession, 
and the results were not so good as in other 
schools, the parents put the blame on the 
new policv. In every other country there 
were terrible complaints about the schools. 
a had read in an English newspaper 
virtually all the complaints which Deputy 
Dillon had made. He saw that in Liverpool 
children coming from school could not spell 
and could not tot up. In Liverpool there 
was no Irish Janguage to blame for that. He 
was satisfied that whatever changes might 
take place politically, there was going to be 
no reversal of policy as to preserving the 
Irish language. 


LACK OF DISCRETION. 


. They might do harm by lack of discretion 
in the carrying out of the policy, but the re- 
sult would not be what Mr. Dillon feared. 
It would only be a forcible agitation for 
changes in the method in which the policy 
was being carried out. He thought that 
parents and everybody concerned should be 
convinced that here was something that was 
goihg to stand. 

Mr. O’RORKE (Fianna Fail, Roscom. 
mon) said that he was surprised at Mr. 
Dillon’s comments, which, he believed, were 
due to complete iqnorance on his part. He 
(the speaker) had been a teacher for twenty 
years, and he did not think that the 
standard of education was lower than it 
was fifteen or twenty years ago. ‘The 
standard was higher than it had been, and, 
if it was nob, he wondered whether inspectors 
of national schools were hypocrites in classifv- 
ing certain schools as being highely efficient. 
It’ was not right for Mr. Dillon to make 
sweeping statements about national schools 
and teachers. He (Mr. O’Rourke), without 
boasting, could say that he was competent to 
carry on a conversation in Irish with people 
in the Gaeltacht, and there were thousands 
of Trish teachers who could do likewise. 
Since the first day that he had started to 
teach Irish he had never seen any sign of 
revolt. | 


NATIONAL SCHOOLS. 


I, E. O'NEILL (Cumann na nGaedheal, 
Cork E.), speaking in Irish, asked if the 
Minister was satisfied with the state of the 
language in the national schools. He sug- 
‘gested the appointment of a committee of 
inquiry to examine into the working of the 
past. ten years, and to sec how they could best 
realise their object of Gaelicising the schools 
of the country, The teachers were doing 
good work, but » great deal more would 
have to be done before it could be considered 
ay the general situation was satisfactory.

..-Je. It was an injustice to the children in 
the infant schools in the English-speaking 
districts that the teachers were not permitted 
to speak English to them of teach English 
to them, althbugh English was the only 
lanruage the infants knew, and the only 
language they her-d outside the schools. 
While English was forbidden in these schools 
in the English speaking dist:ic.s, the teachers 
in the Irish-speaking districts were breaking 
th ‘ hearts trying to teach English to thei!

OVERCROWDED SCHOOLS. 


Mr. JOHN GOOD (Ind., County Dublin) 
said that in several of the National schools

He did not want 
to stress tais particular aspect of the problem 
unduly, but he urged that in the main too 
much attention was teing devoted to the 
nevessity for ieaching Irish rather than for 
the preparatiou of those young pe for the 
careers that lay before them. He feared that 
vocational education was not being pressed 
with the. necessary enthusiasm. Industry to- 
day required bright, weil-educated young 
people. They khew that at the Labour Ex- 
changes well-educated voung people were more 
easily piaced than older persons. 

The MINISTER asked if the Deputy would 
guarantee such boys employment. 

Mr. GOOD thought that such a question did 
not arise. What they wanted to see was 
that young people were more readily absorb- 
able in industry. 

He desired 'o know what progress had been 
made concerning the development of voca- 
tional education. It should be the object of 
the Education Department to make the young 
Fam acceptable to industry. He did not 
underestimate the difficulties, because some of 
their trades in Dublin were confined entirely 
to the sons of those already engaged in those 
trades. In a number of other trades there 
were considerable limitations concerning the 
number of young outside people who could 
be absorb<d into those trades; and there was 
no ‘use in educating persons for particular 
ire unless they could get employment 
in them. 


VOCATIONAL SCHOOLS, 


Mr. SEAN GOULDING (Fianna Fail, 
Waterford), speaking in Irish, said that he 


———— 


‘knew a good many children comire from the 


primary schools who knew no Irish. He 
often spoke to them in Irish on tne road, 
and tried to get them to speak Irish, but he 
failed. Perhaps that was due to the absence 
of a proper national spirit in the schools, and 
until there was a real national spirit he 
thought they could not make real progress with 
the teaching of Irish. Mr. Blythe had said 
that it might be possible to Gaelicise some of 
their towns and cities, but nothing would 
Gaelicise the towns he knew.

EXT time you feel inclined to com- 

plain about the new duties as the 
result. of Mr. MacEntee’s latest. tariff fiat, 
think of the new duties that it has en- 
tailed «for the unlucky Qustoms, official, 
and-then thank your stars that. you are 
not in his highly-tariffed shoes, - 

For the benefit of those readers who live 
in prisons, workhouses, lunatic asylums, 
and other institutions in which residence 
relieves the individual of all concern as 
to the price of goods, it may be explained 
that Mr. MacEntee last week clapped on 
a host of new duties dealing with a wide 
range of commodities, from TR eggs 
to empty sacks and from spéctatles to 
sausage meal, It is unnecessary to @xplain 
this to business men or to Customs officials. 
In fact, it is not only umnecessary, but 
unwise. : 

These people are all wondering why the 
Government has done it. For various 
reasons they argue that, far fron in- 
creasing employment as a result of these 
tariffs, the Government will decrease em- 
ployment by hopelessly disloeating trade. 
Fortunately I was able to point out to 
them the real significance of the move. 

It is quite clear to me that this is a 
brilliant scheme of the Government’s to 
convert the Free State into a nation of 
Custonis’ Officials. Al the people who lose 


| their jobs in business as a consequence of 


the tariffs can be absorbed in the Customs 
Department, as well as many others; for 
Customs work, on the scale that it has 
assumed in the Free State, is far more 
complicated than ordinary business. 

In the meantime, however, unemploy- 
ment around the docks is rapidly in- 
creasing. So is; the acéumulation of 
imports at the Customs wareliouses. . So 
are the labours of the Customs officials, 
whose ranks have been slightly increased 
since the Budget, but to nothing like the 
extent which is necessary to enable them 
to cope with the volume of work which has 
fallen to them. 


CUSTOMARY! 


“No,” sighed a harassed Customs 
official when 1 investigated the position 
in Dublin’s dockland yesterday ; “ our life 
is not all jam, by any means.’’That, how- 
ever, is where I strongly disagree with 
him. i 

Looking around the shed in which we 
were standing, I saw what must have been 
the world’s most colossal jam. The build- 
ing was a confusion of bales, crates, 
barrels and boxes. That official and his 
colleagues had jam yesterday, they will. 
have jam to-day, and I strongly suspect 
that they will have it not only to-morrow, 
but for many days to come. 

The Customs official sat on one of the 
boxes, flourished a schedule of tariffs in 
his hand, and wiped his brow. ‘I shall 
have a furious consignee coming after this 
very soon,” he said, “ and I cannot let 
him have it, because I don’t know to which 
particular tariff section it belongs. There 
are about three which might apply .to it, 
but none that I can pick on definitely. 

“That little collection over there,” he 
continned, “is bicycle parts. Whether 
they are substantially assembled, com- 

letely assembled, or not assembled at all 
is a problem that has to be settled before 
anything is done with them, and on the 
answer to that question depends a differ. 
ence of several pounds in duties to the im- 
porter. He wants his goods; we want to 
get rid of them ; arid—well, here they are, 
and here they seem likely to remain.”

Dryden denied that the French tanght the 
English anything, which was a hasty criti- 
eism, and several other of his criticisms were 
made at random. If never tender or sublime 
no English writer was more richly stored with 
thought.

The New Russia. 


During this week we have printed a 
series of articles on Bolshevist Russia, and 
our readers will agree thet their author— 
a member of our own staff—has written an 
impartial story. Mr. Hawke has been 
content to record what he saw and heard, 
and he draws no morals. Perhaps, his 
narrative is the more instructive on that 
account, The net impression which it 
leaves upon us is that of a vast and stifled 
country, which has become the victim of a 
rigid and merciless ideal. Bolshevism is 
a stern taskmaster; freedom, comfort and 
happiness are the price which it demands 
from Russia for the establishment of an 
ambition and a creed. The picture of this 
new Russia—with its immense poverty and 
squalor, its dingy inefficiency in the art ot 
living, its ruined splendour and its help- 
less proletariat—would be almost intoler- 
able if it were not relieved by gleams of 
courage and purpose. Fanaticism may be 
a terrible and dangerous thing, but at 
least it is not stagnation. Mr. Hawke 
describes some of the failures of the Five- 
Year Plan, but does not ignore its suc- 
cesses. We see bewildered workers driven 
to a furious and highly mechanised in- 
dustry. We applaud the pursuit of a 
physical culture which seeks to inspire the 
stolid Russian with the alertness of the 
athletic mind. It is a strange and con- 
fusing picture—this conflict of ruthless 
vigour with the secular apathy of half a 
continent. 

Will Bolshévism issue in a new and 
triumphant civilisation, or will it collapse 
in bloodshed and chaos? The answer may 
not be revealed in our own time. 
Materially, it depends on two things— 
the patience of the Russian people, which 
has endured terrific tests in the past, and 
the genius of Russia’s present masters. 
The country is now in the fourth phase of 
its Bolshevist experiment. Stalin's Five- 
Year Plan is an attempt to defeat 
capitalism in the achievements of industry 
and to collectivise agriculture. There are 
signs that, on the material side, it is 
reaching its critical stage ; for the nation’s 
sinews and resources seem to be failing 
under the relentless pressure of the com- 
missars. This week’s news from Russia 
indicates that the Government's collectors 
are failing to extort the stipulated toll of 
grain. Official: openly flout orders from 
Moscow ; no grain region has produced its 
quota, and the railways are disorganised. 
Matters have become so serious that 
Krylenko, the Commissar for Justice, has 
been forced to prescribe the death penalty 
for the withholding or theft of the State’s 


of criminals he places traders who turn 
their offices to their own private ends, 
and peasants who steal grain and other 
food-stuffs for illicit sale. These and 
other signs suggest that Bolshevism is 
threatened by the younger generation 
which it has produced—men who demand 
material comfort, and are resolved that. 
if there is not enough for all, there shal] 
be enough for some. 

Russia has known some great tyrants. 
Stalin may be of the breed, and he or his 
successors may - prolong “the rule of 
Bolshevism. Nevertheless, we believe that, 
sooner or later, its doom must come ; for its 


fatal flaw is that it is founded on a denial 


of human: nature.“ Nothing is more 
says Mr. Hawke, “' than the 
deep spiritual feeling whigh is. being 
poured into an essentially materialistic 
philosophy of life.” The experiment may 
flourish for a little while, but its end is 
foreshadowed by the whole course of 
human history. By the very fierceness of 
its campaign against God Bolshevism 
advertises its deepest fear. Since the 
beginning of time men have been ready 
to make the last sacrifices for an ideal— 
but not for an ideal whose goal is a purely 
finite satisfaction. Even when religion 
was dead in Rome her statesmen saw the 
perils of atheism, and found that an 
emperor deified by Vergil’s majestic art 
was better than no god. The Russia 
which once was “ holy Russia ” is re- 
signed to meagre joys on earth; but it 
accepted misery only in the conviction that 
the mortal span was not all. No nation 
has tolerated, or will tolerate, a life which, 
wretched on earth, is gilded by no hope of 
heaven. Bolshevism’s present attempt to 
divert the potent and mysterious forces of 
spirituality into economic channels is, 
indeed, an audacious experiment. We can 
admire its couruge, but we know that it is 
bound to fail, and that, when those 
spiritual forces really are unloosed, the 
resulting convulsion will resemble the 
dissipation of the atom. So, in the Russia

Building activities in Great Britain are i 


i ago, Snas the building. societies of 


Great Britain have confined their field of 
operations to the provision of mortgage 
facilities for intending purchasers of 
houses. They have advanced a substantial 
proportion of building costs; but the pro- 


spective buyer has been required to put 


down a fairly large sum out of his own 
pocket, As matters stand at present, the 
very people who need houses most 
urgently, and really deservé to get them, 
are prevented from purchase by lack of 
funds; and it is; to enable this type of 
citizen to be housed comfortably that the 
new scheme has been formulated, Sir 
Hilton Young, the Health Minister, has 
declared that a respectable house for 
members of the working class can be built 
without any Government subsidy for about 
£350, and that its economic rent ought to 
be eight shillings a week. The building 
societies propose now to give facilities for 
the building of large numbers of such 
houses. They offer to provide a certain 
percentage of the cost, against a three- 
party guarantee for the remainder—the 
guarantors to be the State, the societies 
and the local authorities in equal parts. 
The houses will be let to their tenants 
without any deposit... The societies’ outlay 
will be paid back over a period of years 
entirely in rent. There will be no State 
subsidy and no remission of rates: A 
special committee already has reported 
favourably on this scheme, which now 
awaits only the imprimatur of Sir Hilton 
Young. In the past the difficulty has been 
twofold. Would-be houscholders have not 
been able to raise the necessary deposit to 
enable them to take advantage of the 
building societies’ enterprise; and rents, 
on the whole, have been far too high. 
Both these disadvantages will disappear 
utider the new scheme.

Contract Bridge. 


In circumstances of the greatest secrecy 
the Portland Club, working in intimate co- 
operation with the Whist Club of New 
York and the Commission Francuise- dv 
Bridge, has drawn up a new code of 
Contract Bridge laws, which will come 
into force on November 7th. 
Contract. Bridge was. invented—or, 
perhaps, we should say, evolved— 
different rules have obtained in Britain 
and the United States. For example, 
there have been marked discrepancies in 
the laws governing revokes, and in many 
smaller points American and European 
players have been working on varying 
systems. Under the new régime the same 
laws will apply everywhere ; for when the 
Portland Club speaks there is no court of 
appeal; The good Bridge player will wel- 
come the changed conditions and the 
general tightening of Contract laws. So 
many books have beén written on the 
subject from differing points of view that 
even the most experienced player some- 
times finds difficulty in steering a: safe 
course. . Contract is a most fascinating 
game, which requires not only a highly 
developed “ card sense,” but also a fair 
degree of ordinary 
successful player must be something of a 
mathematician as well as a psychologist, 
and the so-called ‘‘ psychic ’’ bidder can- 
not hope to emulate his—or, possibly 
more often, her—achievements at Auction. 
For this type of player Contract is a 
dangerous experiment. The penalties for 
reckless calling are formidable, and are 
Ikely to be increased under the new 
rules; and the light-hearted player who 
cheerfully calls three or four hearts or 
spades out of sheer optimism pays heavily 
for his adventure. There always will be

France’s Challenge. 

No prize; as it appears, is coveted so 
eagerly by the maritime nations in these 
days as that incorporeal trophy which ‘s 
known as the ‘blue ribbon of the 
Atlantic.” For many years Britain held 
it, until Germany, with the Bremen and 
the Europa, successfully challenged her 
pre-eminence. Now other nations have 
entered the costly arena. A few weeks 
ago Italy launched the liner Rex, which 
was designed to wrest the supremacy of 
the North Atlantic from Germany; but 
the Rex’s maiden voyage was dogged by 
misadventure. The latest competitor is 
France. This afternoon the largest vessel 
which ever has floated upon the world's 
waters will leave the slips at Saint- 
Nazaire—the Compagnie Générale Trans. 
atlantique’s liner Normandie. This huge 
ship—her displacement amounts to 75,000 
tons—is estimated to have a speel of 30 
knots, which will render her the fastest 
passenger vessel afloat. We may not 
suppose that the Normandie. will suffer 
the fate of the Rex; if all goes wel! on her 
maiden voyage, it is probable that the 
‘‘ blue ribbon ' will pass from German ro 
French keeping. Britain is making a 
poor effort to recover her old position as 
holder of the North Atlantic “ record.” 
Her ships, though their quality has been 
proven .by years of faithful and efficient 
service, cannot compare with the new 
foreign monsters, and her sole answer to 
the continental challenge lies half 
finished at the Clydebank. It is a pity 
that she cannot. recapture her old 
supremacy at present. An inordinately 
speedy passage across the Atlantic is by 
no means the best index to a ship’s 
quality, but it is a great attraction to

HE promised disclosure of the French 

disarmament plan, which has been 

definitely approved by the Government, 
attracted a full attendance of deputies. 

The first thrill was provided by M. Léon 
Blum, the Socialist leader, whose articles 
attacking General Weygand, the Chief of 
Staff, as obstructing the completion of the 
disarmament plan, had caused a stir. 

M. Blum asked whether the plan was 
delaved by “ unconstitutional influences.”

I think that if 
it had depended on him alone we should 
have been under the German yoke. In 
1914 Mr. Macdonald tried desperately to 
prevent his country joining up. During 
the War he continued his political activi- 
ties with regard to us.” 

M. Herriot jumped to his feet and re- 
torted: ‘* This is a very grave debate. I 
should be most blameworthy if I did not 
protest against M. Franklin-Bouillon’s un- 
just and imprudent remarks.

ENYING that there was any idea of 
the establishment of a monarchy in 
Germany, the Minister of the’ Interior, 
Baron von Gayl, to-day. disclosed details 
of the impending reform of the Constitu- 
tion. 

Jaron von Gayl said that the Govern- 
ment’s object was to improve the existing 
Constitution, not to make drastic altera 
tions in it. That applied particularly to 
the form of State, remarked the Minister.

various Federal States; because there was 
no general demand of the people for it 
and to enforce a single State against the 
will of the people might lead to disrup 
tion. He could, therefore, definitely 
doclare that no German State would be 
deprived against its will of its inde- 
pendence and be joined to a larger 
member of the Reich. There was also no 
uestion of dividing the Reich into new 
tates or Provinces.. The Government in- 
tended to maintain the Federal States of 
she Reich as they now stood. : 

The Minister then dealt with the rela- 
tions between the Reich and Prussia, and 
said that they must be brought closer 
together, without at the same time in- 
fringing the in ence of Prussia as a 
State. Negotiations to this end had not 
yet. been brought to a conclusion.

CHRISTMAS POULTRY 
TRADE. 


The dispute between Great Britain and 
the Irish Free State will affect the 
Christmas Eas trade as a conseguence 
of the tarifí changes, says a Press Associa- 
tion message from London. 

On poultry imported from the Free 
State the duty is to be raised to 20 per 
cent, Irish Free State poultry sent to 
Great Britain now has to pay 20 per cent., 
as it is. one of the commodities on which 
there are levies to compensate the British 
Exchequer fur the Free State’s default on 
the land annuities and other payments. 

Meat is exempt from the present general 
tariff of 10 per cent., but poultry is not. 
Therefore on November 15th, when the 
Irish Free. State no longer will enjoy 
‘Dominion exemption from the general 
tariff, poultry from the Free State will 
be subject to the 10 per cent. duty, in 


-addition to the special 20 per cent. 


Irish poultry is always prominent in 
the Christmas markets. In December of 
1950 the Free State was the largest ex- 
porter of Turkeys to Great Britain. Last 
year’s arrivals of poultry from the Free 
State were valued at £837,000. They are 
the chief competitors of the Norfolk birds. 
_ Butter, eggs and cream are other 
imports from the Free State which now 
pay a 20 per cent. duty. On November 


15th they will become liable to a total tax 


at the ports of 30 per cent. They amounted 
last year to a total import value of 
£4,679,000. | 

In these three commodities the Free 
State will not feel immediate effects; for 
the export of Irish eggs, butter and cream 
is almost wholly confined to the summer 
months. 

Among the Irish Free State: exports 
which next month will come. under. the 
10 per cent. general tariff for the first 
time, the largest is biscuits, of which 
£385,698 worth was sent to Great Britain 
last. year. , 

Trish stout and Spirits will not. he 
affected. They will continue to. bear the 
same charges as are levied by the Excise 
on the products of breweries and «is- 
tilleries in Great Britain. 

The value of last year’s imports of. beer, 
etc., from the Free State was £4,687.000. 
The demand for Irish whiskey in England 
has decreased steadily, and the value of 
the 1931 import of spirits was only

The Governor-General of the Free State 
(Mr. James McNeill). will sign three 
Acts of the Oireachtas to-day at the Vice- 
regal Lodge These are the Finance 
Customs Duties Act No. 3 (Wheat Duty), 
the Control of Manufactures Act, and the 
Provisional Order Compensation Act. In 
all probability, these will be his last 
official acts, as he finishes his term of 
office on Monday, when he vacates the 
Viceregal Ledge. 

According to the information available 
yesterday, all the staffs at the Lodge will 
leave on Monday. The two A.D.C.’s who 
have been attached to His Excellency will 
return to their military units. 

The Lodge will be taken over by repre- 
sentatives of the Board of Works as 
custodians. If, as is. now generally 
believed, it is the intention of the Govern- 
ment to make a new appointment, the 
building will probably be overhauled and 
redecorated. At present it is not known 
what the Government's plans are with 
regard to it. In some quarters it is even 
suggested that the successor to Mr.

FINLAND PREPARES FOR 
REPRISALS.

OSLO, Friday. 


The British invitation to open negotia- 
tions in London on tariff matters is the 
great topic of conversation in Norwegian 
business circles. Per head of the popula- 
tion Norway is the best foreign customer 
Great Britain has had. 

The trade statistics for 1950 show that 
the Norwegian exports to Great Britain 
totalled about £11,600,000, while the 
British exports to Norway amounted to 
about £13,000,000. These figures do not 
include the Norwegian purchase of bunker 
coals, Norwegian ship repairs in Great 
Britain, and similar items. 

The British tariffs on wrapping paper, 
greaseproof paper, and fish have greatly 
reduced the Norwegian exports this year. 
and the recent tariffs on newsprint and 
cod liver oil will seriously aggravate the 
position. 

The reduction of Norwegian exports must 
necessarily lead to a reduction of the 
Norwegian imports of British goods. 

The President of Finland to-day decided 
(says a Helsingfors message) to introduce 
in the Diet a bill émpowering the Govern- 
ment to take reprisal tariff measures 
against Governments putting duties on 
Finnish exports.

He made no 
attempt to explain what the speech was 
about to that huge majority—probably 
ninety per cent. of the House—who could 
not follow the words, and the result was 
that many of those deputies who happen 
to be especially interested in the subject 
were ignorant of what he said. 

It is hardly surprising that the discus- 
sion was confined mainly to deputies who 
have no particular qualifications to speak 
on education, but were able to speak to 
the Minister in his own pet tongue. By 
way of contrast, Mr. Blythe, who ranks 
second probably to no member of the House 
as champion of the Irish revival, delivered 
his speech in the commonly-intelligible 
language. 

All this lent point to the appeal, which 
was made by Mr. Dillon, for the children 
whose education is being sacrificed in 
the schools in pursuit of the official 
policy of compulsory Irish. Mr. Dillon 
declared that if the present system of 
forcing young children to listen only to a 
language which they do not understand is 
persisted in, the Irish language will come 
to ** stink in their nostrils.’ 


SEMI-LITERATE IN ENGLISH. 


Mr. Dillon is no antagonist of the Irish 
language. In fact, he warned the Minister 
that, in his opinion, the big issue upon 
which his reputation would depend would 


be whether during his tenure of office Irish | 


had perished or not. 

‘‘ There is a great feeling growing up,” 
he continued, “ against compulsory Irish 
in its present form in the primary 
schools. ”’ 

Mr. Dillon went on to urge the Minister 
to make an inquiry among parents and 
employers of young persons coming out of 
primary schools in the Gaeltacht as to the 
standard of education in general subjects. 
If he obtained an honest report from 
Ea who had no particular prejudice, 
Ír. Dillon was guite sure that he would 
be surprised. 

“A large number of the children coming 
out of the seventh standard to-day,” Mr. 
Dillon went on to assure the House, “ are, 
go far as the English language is con- 
cerned, semi-literate. They can read 
reasonably well, but they are not able to 
write legibly, they are ill able to spell, 
and their knowledge of arithmetic is de- 
‘peace Their general knowledge, both 

istorical and geographical, is astonish- 
ingly deficient.’”’ 

Mr. Dillon was supported in this by 
Mr. Good, who stressed the handicap that 
the children would be under from a com- 
mercial point of view. The Minister, 
however, was apparently not prepared to 
accept this as a true reading of the state 
of affairs. When Mr. Dillon made the 
assertion that the standard of knowledge 
in the three primary subjects had 
‘deteriorated enormously,’”’ he hurriedly 
exclaimed “ No, no.” 


ILL-EQUIPPED TEACHERS. 


This was hardly surprising; for in his 
own speech the Minister had painted a 
rather glowlng picture—an increasing 
number of schools, a higher standard of 
proficiency, and so on. His only com- 
plaint had concerned the standard of 
BE i sair by teachers. 

The a lectin from him that there 
were honours graduates in Irish among 
the teachers who could not pronounce the 
anguage roperly, did not appear to have 
read much beyond the bare requirements 
of their university courses, and had not 
availed themselves of opportunities of 
speaking Irish. At present there were 
very few secondary teachers who were 
native speakers, or had any experience of 
speaking Irish except what they spoke to 
the children. 

Mr. Blythe recognised Mr. Dillon’s 
speech as an illustration of one of the 
difficulties confronting Irish enthusiasts. 
“We cannot go too fast for fear of 
alienating those upon whom we depend 
for support,” he said, “and we dare not 
go too slow or the language will be gone 
while we are arguing about it.” One 
thing that he did suggest was the aboli- 
tion of the old script—a thing which he 
admitted the late Government had not had 
the courage to do, though they had been 
“ gradually screwing their courage up.” 

Deputies spent the whole of the sitting 
discussing the estimate, and had not dis- 
posed of it when the House adjourned.

WORK AND PAY. 


The Times to-day, in a leading article, 
says:—The governing body of the Inter- 
national Labour Office, meeting in Madrid 
this week, has decided to put the question 
of a reduction of hours of work—-meaning 
a reduction to forty hours—on the agenda 
of next year’s International Labour Con- 
ference. The duration of the working 
week or day is not a matter to be con- 
sidered entirely by itself. Work and 
wages cannot be divorced. It may be 
generally tinderstood that the proposal 
before the International Labour Office is 
that of a reduction of the working period 
without a reduction of the earnings of the 
individual worker. That is certainly the 
understanding of the leaders of British 
labour, although the original. resolution of 
the Conference, moved by a French 
Socialist, was not explicit. But even if all 
were agreed that individual earnings must 
not suffer, the wages difficulty would not 
disappear ; the higher the present rates of 
wages, the greater would be the cost in 
wages of reducing the hours of work. If, 
for example, a particular piece of work, 
occupying a man a full week of forty-eight 
hours, is paid for at the rate of a shilling 
an hour in one country, and tenpence in 
another, the effect of reducing the working 
week to forty hours would be to increase the 
labour cost in the first case by more than 
Qs. 6d. and in the second case by 8s. The

Another consideration, which should 
have been the primary one if the Inter- 
national Labour Office had not put pro- 
cedure first, is whether or not there is in 
the: project of a forty-hour week the ho 
of a cure for unemployment.

unrest in Waterford is assuming a more 
serious aspect. 

There are now two rival organisations 
in the city. At the beginning of the week 
a public meeting was held, and a branch 
of what is known as the Unemployed Able- 
bodied Men’s Association was formed and 
affiliated to the Dublin headquarters. 

Since then an jndependent section, un- 
affliated with any parent body, and 
avowedly adverse to the first-named 
organisation, has sprung into existence. 
This new organisation is composed for the 
most part of young, single men and young 
married men with small or no families. 
Their grievance is that they are denied 
work under road and relief grants, and 
that teo much preference is accorded 
married men with families of five or 
more. 

To-day Waterford was the scene of a 
demonstration through the city streets. 
After a preliminary meeting in the park 
about forty members of the independent 
single men’s organisation, led by Thomas 
Conway and Michael Burke, paraded along 
Lady lane, Broad street and George’s 
street to the Labour Exchange in O'Connell 
street. As the marchers proceeded their 
numbers were considerably augmented, and 
by the time they reached the Exchange a 
crowd of large dimensions had formed. 
The leaders demanded, and were accorded, 
an interview with the local manager. 
Inside the Labour Echange a surprise 
awaited the deputation; for they were 
somewhat taken aback when they dis- 
covered that representatives of the rival 
organisation were already in the building 
on a somewhat similar errand. 


A COMPROMISE. 


The interview with the Exchange 
manager was favourable. A demand for 
work on a “ fifty-fifty '” basis was made, 
and a compromise of a thirty-sixty basis 
in favour of single men was considered 
satisfactory. Following the interview a 
further march back to the People’s Park 
took place, via Broad street, John’s street, 
Johnstown, to Waterside, where a second 
meeting was held. The position was ex- 

lained and it was stated that the Public 
fealth Committee of Waterford Corpora- 
tion had been waited on the previous night 
by a deputation, which had received a 
sympathetic hearing. 

Civic Guards, under two sergeants, and 
detectives followed the marchers and were 
present at their meetings. At the con- 
clusion of the final open-air proceedings 
the men’s leaders were approached by a 
sergeant and advised against any pro- 
cedure which would lead to a breach of the 
peace.

Applicants for assistance who have other 
sources of income, such as permanent dis- 
ability allowances, pensions, money from 
National Public Health Insurance, etc., 
not to be debarred from home assistance 
but to receive such amounts as would bring 
their total incomes up to the standard 
scale agreed upon.

IRISH RUGBY UNION 
AFFAIRS. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF 
THE COUNCIL. 


Mr. W. A. Clarke, President, presided at 
the annual general meeting of the Irish Rugby 
Footbali Union Council in the Shelbourne 
Hotel, Dublin, last night. There was a good 
attendanee. 

The Secretary (Mr. R. W. Jeffares) read the 
report of the Committee, which stated that 
the relations of the Union with France re- 
Mained unaltered, so that for the coming 
season no fixture of any kind, either inter- 
national or club, would be arranged. 

In December last a visit was received from 
the South African touring side, one which 
gave great pleasure to their Union. The 
visitors proved a fine body of sportsmen and 
very excellent players. i 

‘The Seeretary then referred to the various 
matches plaved during the past season, 
| ENTERTAINMENT TAX. 

Continuing, the Secretary said that there 
had been an element introduced into their 
yame since last season which he feared would 
nat be met with outstretched arms, He re- 
ferred to the re-introduction of the entertain- 
ment tax, from which they had been immune 
since the season 1924-25. The Committee 
waited on the Minister for Finance in June 
last, when a very able statement of the 
Union’s case, prepared by Mr. Thrift, was 
put before him, but the question of remission 
of the tax was defeated in the Dail. 

All clubs, ete., were now liable for this tax, 
and the Committee trusted that the officials 
concerned would see that it was honourably 
observed, being the law of the land. It might 
possibly affect the only charity competition 
directly promoted by the Committee—he 
alluded to the Bateman Cup—but a way out 
might be found Which would permit of the 
competition being carried out as usual, 

The Secretary then referred to the deaths of 
Dr. George Scriven and Mr. V. J. Murray, 
past, Presidents of the Union. Concluding, he 
said that their prospects were never brighter 
than at present. The game was increasing 
rapidly in popularity. 

On the motion of Mr, O'Connell, the report 
was adopted. 

FINANCIAL STATEMENT, 

The Hon. Treasurer's report showed the 
Union to be in a very sound position finan- 
cially. The total receip's for the year were 
£11.634 14s, 1d. 

The expenditure was £6,570 11s. 8d., thus 
leaving a credit balance of £5,266 2s. 5d., of 
which £1,910 and £730 were written off for 
depreciation on the Lansdowne road and 
Ravenhill grounds, leaving.a nett surplus on 
the year of £2,626 2s. 5d.

FAIL BY THE ODD BOUT.

Oueeir's ‘heatre last night to greet the 

first visit of an English international 
team to Dublin, and, as at Belfast on 
Wednesday, the visitors won, but by the 
same narrow margin—four fights to three. 
It was a splendid night’s boxing, almost 
every fight pers tarills, and the Irish- 
men gave a fine showing against some of the 
most famous amateurs in the world. Though 
beaten, P. Connolly and T. Kelly made T, 
lardoe and H, Mizler work hard to win; 
while P. Hughes, J. Kennedy and J. Chase 
all gained victories. If Ireland was stronger 
in the heavy-weight division, it would have 
added interest to the last bout, but the old 
champion, J. O'Driscoll, is not now of inter- 
national class. 

CONNOLLY’S CLEVER TACTICS. 

Connolly attempted to make it a close- 
cuarters fight from the start of the fly- 
weight bout against Pardoe, and did very 
well at the start, giving. his opponent no 
opportunities for long-range punching and 
tying him up at in-fighting. . Towards ‘the 
middle of the second ga j Pardoe worked 
clear and scored cleverly with lefts and 
rights to the head, but in the third the 
Irishman not only kept. on boring in, but 
boxed splendidly, and, after making Pardoe 
miss with a right, scored a beauty himself 
to the jaw. The fourth, too, was, if any- 
thing, in Connolly’s favour, as he continually 
slipped. Pardoe’s right and kept on scoring 
himself. The fifth, however, saw Pardoe at 
his best. He. drove Connolly around the 
ring with accurate left leads, followed up 
with right crosses, and, though Connolly 
again did fine work at close range in the 
last round, Pardoe was a clear winner. 
Connolly, however, had given a magnificent 
display of game fighting, combined with 
clever tactics. 

FIRST IRISH SUCCESS. 

Hughes, looking very fit, started with great 
spirit against Walters in the bantam-weight, 
and, despite the latter’s fast footwork, he 
took a few heavy swings to the 
Walters attempted to mix matters in the 
second round, and Hughes hurt him again 
with some of his swings. The third round 
was Walters’s all the way. His footwork 
was splendid and his darting straight left 
found the mark frequently. The Jast three 
rounds saw Hughes in his usual form, swarm- 
ing over his man, missing frequently, but 
landing also, and giving his opponent few 
opportunities of countering. Walters could 
find no counter to these tactics, and was 
thoroughly beaten at the end. 

KELLY’S PLUCKY RECOVERY. 

Considering the opposition T. Kelly did 
extraordinarily well against the famous Mizler, 
particularly as he made a very bad start, 
and was simply a punching bag for two 
rounds. “He was clever at avoiding punish- 
ment, but never made an attempt to do 
anything but ward off the rain of blows that 
came from Mizler’s lightning punches. The 
Englishman showed great speed, but in the 
last four rounds Kelly made a 
covery. He was never on a level with 
Mizler. and was always on the defensive, but 
he took advantage of a slight slackening on 
Mizler’s part: to land an occasional right to 
the face as the latter came in. He almost 
made the last round even, until, in the 
closing seconds, he was put down, and almost 
out, with a perfect right cross to the jaw, 

BELFAST RESULT CONFIRMED. 

The Kennedy-Meacham fight was one of 
the best of the evening in Belfast on Wednes- 
day, and the two men provided another great 
scrap last night. Once more the decision 
must have been very close,” but Kennedy 
just about deserved to win, on account of 
his aggression and strong hitting. It was 
mostly fought at long range, and, while 
Meacham’s principal weapon—his straight 
left—scored. numerous points, Kennedy a 
right cross was éven more effective. The 
two opening rounds were very even, but 
Kennedy had the third all the way, shaking 
his man badly. Meacham made a fine re- 
covery in the fourth and fifth, and kept 
Kennedy off with his long left, but the 
Irishman, as in Belfast, finished the stronger 
and just about deserved the verdict.

Chase’s anticipated victory over Smith left 
the countries level, and the great Irish 
middle-weight punched so accurately and so 
often that he had Smith quite weak at the 
end. Chase is amazing; the longer he fights 
the better he seems to get. His punches last 
night carried’ all the sting he had four or 
five years ago, and he hit Smith five times for 
every punca Smith landed on him. The 
latter fought actually far better than against 
Plackwell on Wednesday, and showed that 
he possesses a nice straight left, but he was 
never fast enough to cope with Chase. 

O'DRISCOLL AGAIN FAILS. 

The heavy-weight fight was once again 
a one-sided affair; for although O’Driscoll 
did far better against Stuart than at the 
Ulster Hall, he never looked like winning: a 
single round, and his once famous right swing 
was non-existent. Any points he scored were 
with his straight left, which he used to prop 
Stuart off, rather than as a forcing punch. 
The English champion showed his customary 
speed and ring-craft. but he does lack a 
knock-out punch. His right was very effec- 
tive at close quarters.

Mr. Eamon Fitzgerald’s report stated that the 
athletic revival movement in the schools, initiated 
by the Union, is yielding the desired results. An 
abundance of material has manifested itself even 
in the short time which the Union has been 
established, and the enthusiasm and natural 
aptitude of our young athietes is unbounded and 
most heartening. Our membership now totals 
seventecn, Synge Street C.B.S, and Presentation 
College, Dunleary, having joined during the year. 

Our variable climate, Mr. Fitzgerald went on 
te state, plays such an important part in our 
athletic schedule that cinder tracks for our young 
athletes are an imperative necessity, if we are 
ever to compete with the world’s best on terms of 
equality. In the building of the athletic edifice 
which it is proposed te set up in this country, 
common-sense suggests that it be constructed on 
a solid foundation and of lasting material. No 
good purpose can be served in spending time and 
money trying te make champions out of track and 
field men who are being trained on wrong lines. 
Most ccuntries recruit the athictes that they hope 
will become world-beaters from the schools, al“ 
they provide them with the necessary faeilitiee— 
training grounds, expert tuition and funds. Not 
wuch is to be achieved in the nature of snecess 
uniess we determined to resort to similar 
measures. time is opportune for schools, 
individually and collectively, to impress on the 
urgency of this provision. Indeed, 
oi larger schools could do much already in pro- 
viding cinder take-offs for weight and jump events 
from the resources at their command. 


THE GREEKS IN SYRIA. 


At a special meeting of the Society for the 
Promotion of Hellenic Studies, M. Schaeffer 
showed first the numerous finds from the 
Necropolis of Minet-el-Beida. He recognised, 
in the great beehive tombs filled with objects 
from Cyprus, . Rhodes; and Mycenaean 
Greece, the resting places of important per-' 
sonages, EA of Greek or Cyprio-Greek 
or Creto-Greek, origin, 

This colonisation of the Ras Shamra 
region by Greeks in the fourteenth century 
B.C, was confirmed, he said, by a legend 
reported by Malalas, according to which a 
mythical kind named Kasos, of Mycenaean 
origin and having marriage connections with 
Cyprus, had brought Afgian and Cypriot 


| colonists to the Syrian coast. 


The Necropolis, he continued, was also a 
cult-place, where curious rites designed to 
assure the fertility of the earth for beasts 
and men were performed. There were special 
constructions for the reception of offerings 
and for magical practices, the method of 
which had been revealed by a cuneiform 
tablet found in the library of Ras Shamra. 

In the second part of his communication 
M. Schaeffer showed the principal discoveries 
which he has made in the temples and in the 
library of Ras Shamra, where important 
monuments dating from the first half of the 
second millennium B.C. have been brought 
to light.

Mr. William Murray Gloag, Professor of 
Law at Giasgow University, dealt with many 

hases of the law of libel in an address ata 
joint luncheon meeting of the Glasgow dis- 
trict of the Institute of Journalists and the 
Publicity Club in Glasgow ua ' 

Citing famous cases, Professor Gloag sai 
that there was danger in characterising a man 
as a drunkard or as a thief. It was no 
justification for the statement to prove that 
on one particular. occasion the man was 
drunk or that a man had stoien once. It was 
difficult to define the privileges of newspapers 
in reporting matters connected with public 
company meetings. If a shareholder accused 
a director of gross dereliction of.duty, would 
a newspaper be guite safe in reporting that 
accusation! lt was a very difficult question 
to answer, principally because they had .very 
little authority to refer to in Scotland. It 
was different in England, where the Law. of 
Libel Amendment Act operated, but in gene- 
ral terms be would submit that a meeting of 
a company was not Pepa meeting, whether 
reporters were allowed to be present or not, | 

As the Scots law stood, he considered that 
the néwspapers ran a very serious risk if they 
published reports of a company meeting to 
which the public had not been invited, par- 
ticularly if the reports reflected on ang par- 
ticular individual. | i 

Asked if the word ae " safeguarded 
the newspaper in a materia , Professor 
Gloag answered: *‘ Certainly not.’

It appeared that Richr~} Tuohill Reid, who 
was a native of Killarney, made provision 
in will of 22nd September, 1881, for the 
application of the income of a fund (a) to 
assis s of limited means belonging to 
) and to enable them more 
effectively to attend the ordinar 
the Commissioners of National Education in 
that county, by gifts of books and ‘chethes ; 
(b) to assist boys of limited means belonging 
to County wae who might be désirous ci 
devoting themselves to the career of teachers, 
and enable them more effectually to pursue 
their studies in the training schools of the 
Commissioners ; and (c) to assist, by pecuniary 
endowments, students from County Kerry of 
distinguished merit. in the training establish- 
ments of the Commissioners or teachers there- 
in, being Kerrymen, so as to enable them to 
enter Trinity College. 

A scheme was formulated by the Commis- 
sioners of National Education for 
administration of the fund, and the scheme in 
ha at present was settled in January, 
1919 The Board of National Education 
wrote to the Commissioners for Charitable 
Donations and Bequests on the 11th Mav, 
1932, pony out that altered circumstances 
necessitated further amendments of Sections 
“b” and “c,” providing prizes for male 
candidates from County Kerry in one of the 
training colleges recognised by the Commis- 
sioners of National Education, and limiting 
exhibitions available under the section. 

In order to make the Reid bequest for Univer. 
sity education more widely available, and to 
carry out in the best manner the charitable 
intentions of the testato., the Olfice of Educa. 
tion thought it desirable to have the scheme 
amended, so as t> make provision for the 
award of exhibitions to students of any of 
the training colleges in the Irish Free State 
recognised by the Department of Education, 
who subsequently enter Trinity College er 
one of the constituent colléges of the National 
University. 

Mr.. Brereton Barry (instructed by Mr. 
John M, Maxwell) appeared for the Com- 
missioners. of Charitable Donations and 
Bequests; Mr. Jellett, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. Darley, Orpen and Synnott) for the 
Provost, Fellows and Scholars of ‘Trinity 
College, Dublin; Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. 
Marnen (instructed by Messrs. A. and J. 
Stapleton) for the Senate of the Nationa!

IN TRINITY COLLEGE. 

The Master of the Rolls, said Mr. Barry, 
had been asked in 1918, as his Lordship was 
being asked now, to extend the scheme to 
the National University. He did so, and 
an appeal was taken from that, with the 
result that the Court of Appeal reversed the 
decision, and the scheme was confined tw 
Trinit College. . Then a scheme wis 
Settled on the basis of the order of the 
Master of the Rolls as amended by the Court 
of Appeal. 

The Department of Education, as succes- 
sors to the Commissioners of National Edu- 
cation, had, said Mr. Barry, communicated 
with the Commissioners for Charitable 
Donations and Bequests, suggesting that, 
having regard to the lack of students taking 
advantage of this fund in Trinity College, 
the purpose of the fund had failed, and 
that it should be extended to the National 
University. There were some minor 
changes also suggested in the scheme, but the 
main question was whether the scheme should 
be extended to the National University or 
not. It was also suggested that the scheme 
should be extended to training colleges out- 
side Dublin, 

Mr. Lavery said that he thought that it 
had been established that. the scheme, even 
as settled after the order of the Court of 
Appeal had proved a lamentable failure, in 
so far as it had not given that encourace- 
ment to education which was the object of 
the testator, so that his Lordship had to ap- 
proach the scheme as one that had become 
impracticable to meet the intentions of the 
testator. Therefore, it became a question 
of amending the scheme to meet the wishes 
of the testator. His Lordship was not 
asked to take anything from Trinity Col- 
lege, but to open the fund to students de- 
sirous of following their courses in another 
university. The alternative was that this 
peso 4 would be piled up, and nobody would 
get the advantage of it. 

Mr. Jellett said that what his Lordship 
was asked to do was to act against the pro- 
visions of the testator’s will. In order to 
justify the course that had been suggested. 
it must be shown that there had been a 
total failure of the charitable trust, and it 
was perfectly impossible to show that there 
had been a total failure of the trust when, 
at the present time, there was a Reid scholar 
in Trinity College. 


A REID SCHOLAR. 

A somewhat similar state of affairs existed 
when the matter was previously dealt with 
by the Court of Appeal as existed now, the 
difference being that a very much longer 
period elapsed on the former occasion since 
a scholarship was awarded, and in the pre- 
sent case a scholarship was awarded in 1930. 
The law was clear enough; the intentions 
of the founder had to be carried out. If 
that were impossible, or if the trust were 
an absolute fa‘lure, they were entitled to 
come to the Court. Partial failure was 
not enough. To say that a trust under 
which a scholarship was awarded within the 
) was an entire failure; was 
a contradiction in terms. 

Counsel cited the case of Sinnett against 
Herbert to show that a mere possibility of 
Success in future was: sufficient. In this 
matter, his clients were not. waiting upon a 
possibility; they had the actual fact of 
student, to whom a scholarship under this 
trust was awarded, undergoing. his course of 
studies in Trinity College. He submitted 
that the Court had no jurisdiction to inter- 
fere with the scheme. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he would 
give counsél for the Attorney-General and 
for the National University an opportunity 
of replying %» Mr. Jellett’s arguments, and 
the hearing of the case was adjourned.

THE “ MUSSOLINI OF THE 


CRUMLIN ROUTE,” 
(BEFORE MR. HANNAN.) 

A 'bus driver, who was described as “the 
Mussolini of the Crumlin route,” Francis 
McManus, Sandford terrace, South Circular 
road, was brought forward charged with 
assaulting Frank Fitzpatrick, a driver in the 
employment of the Dublin United Tramways 
Company. 

Mr. kb. H. Burne, solicitor, appeared for 
the ‘Tramways Company, and Mr. D. Pigot, 
solicitor, for the Faragon "Bus Company, by 
whom McManus is employed, i 

When the case was called, Mr, Burne 
pee out that the defendant had already 
yeen. convicted at the District Court for 
various traffic offences. He had had thirty- 
two convictions in all and had paid over £70 
in fines. Not only was he the Mussolim of 
the Crumlin route; he was a regular bandit 
of the road. 

After evidence of the assault had been 
given, Mr. Hannan said that he had intended 
to sentence McManus. to two months’ im- 
tg ae but, in view of the appeal made 

y Mr. Pigot on his behalf, he would im- 
pose the maximum monetary penalty of £5 
instead, In addition, McManus would have 
to enter into bail in £30 personal and two 
independent securities of each to keep 
the peace for two years. 


NEWSBOYS* DEMONSTRATION, 

Michael Smith (25), of North Cumberland 
street, and John Rigney (19), of Gardiner’s 
lane, were charged on remand with being 
members of a disorderly crowd assembled at. 
Lower O'Connell street between 4 and, 5 
p.m, .on October 24 and being guilty of 
threatening behaviour with intent to provoke 
a breach of the peace by congregating about 
certain newsboys unknown, snatching from 
their hands copies of the Arening T chepbagde 
tearing them up and throwing them about 
the streets.
